My location was south of the buildir 
across the street from Merrell. Between 9:21 am and 10:45 am when | left, six truckloads of material were offloaded. The trucks ranged from 1000 
gallons to 10,000 gallons. | can not say if any or all of these trucks were filled to capacity. At one point, there were four trucks offloading at the same 
time, this occured at 10:09 am.

We were able to make 
contact with the alleged party, Mr. Bradford. Mr. Bradford was very understanding of the issues. He did state that he only burned paper products, due 
missing the recycling service. | did explain to Mr. Bradford that since it is a mobile home park, open burning is not allowed of any kind. He explained h 
would try to do it off of the mobile home park's property, to which | responded he is not allowed to burn on property that he does not own. He stated he 
did not realize this was a regulation, and was understanding of why it was an issue. We were able to give him fact sheets, and information on how to 
properly dispose of residential waste.

Is the burning taking place within city limits? It looks like the address you gave us might be within O’Fallon city limits, but there surrounding properties 
that appear to be outside of city limits based on this map: https://gis5.ofallon.mo.us/pdfmaps/City_Limit_Map_8x11.pdf 


Is the burning within 200 yards of the nearest occupied structure that isn’t owned by the individual burning? 

If yes to either of these, then the individuals burning must follow certain regulations — the burning must be supervised at all times, they can’t burn at 
night, and they must notify their local fire department. Additionally, if burning within 200 yards from an occupied structure then they must use an air 
curtain incinerator and either obtain waivers from the nearby properties or approval from their local fire department. 


If no, then they can burn without these requirements as long as they are only burning untreated wood. 


In addition to everything above, they can’t conduct burning that causes a public health hazard or a traffic hazard, as determined by the local fire 
department, police department, or health department. 


Here’s a link to our latest fact sheet on open burning: Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations - PUB2047 | Missouri Department of Natura 
Resources (mo.gov) | also attached a copy of the open burning regulations. I’m curious where you found the information that land clearing is not allow 
in the St. Louis area — this might be outdated information so I’d like to get that corrected. | know St. Louis County and St. Louis City have additional 
rules against burning yard waste, but | believe St. Charles County only prohibits burning trash.
